At the last Bession of the University 
Congress held ta the South Hall of the 
Law School the following question 
was debated upon, “Be it resolved by 
the University Congress that in recog- 
nizing Latin American Countries, the 
legality or illegality of elections shall 
not be considered, if a recognition of 
the prevailing government would In- 
sure to the best interests of American 
citizens and property in such oountry 
and promote comity among the na- 
tions." This bill had previously been 
proposed by the Republicans and 
came up for action gt this meeting. 

Mr. Woolley^, Republican floor lead- 
er, took up i the question first and 
spiritedly advocated its adoption. 

Mr. Anderson, the doughty Demo- 
cratic leader, in language both force- 
ful and grandiloquent, replied and re- 
ceived loud applause from the ad- 
herents on the Democratic side of the 
House. He was interrupted, however, 
by Mr. Owen, Republican, who ad- 
dressed the Chair and the assemblage
